2. GUIG SAID INPORMATION CAME PROM HIS NETWORK OP 
MAURITANIAN "PATRIOTS ’ WHO LIVE IN MALI, PARTICULARLY 
IN BORDER AREA OP MALIAN SIXTH REGION. THEY REPORT TO 
HIM BY MAIL AND COURIER. 

3. GUIG SAID LIAISON BETWEEN MALI AND MAURITANIA WAS 
GENERALLY SATISPACTORY. MALIAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS WAS 
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IN CONTACT WITH ITS MAURITANIAN COUNTERPART AND PASSED ON 
USEEUL INEORMATION. LIAISON OEEICERS HAD NOT BEEN 
EXCHANGED. ON THE BORDER, GUIG SAID, CAMEL-MOUNTED NOMAD
